S.O. 557.—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that in exercise of the 
powers conferred by section 6 of the Export (-Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 
(22 of 1963), it is necessary or expedient to amend the notifications of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Commerce S.O, 2842 dated the 23rd September, 1966 read 
with S.O, 3232 dated the 11th September, 1967, in the manner specified below for the 
development of the export trade of India; 

And whereas the Centra] Government has formulated the proposals specified below 
in supersession of the proposals in the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Commerce No. S.O. 2065, dated the 7th June, 1968, for the said purpose and 
has forwarded the proposals in that behalf tp the Export Inspection Council as re¬ 
quired by sub-rule (2) of rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 
1964, 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the said sub-rule, the Central Government hereby 
publishes the said proposals for the information of the public likely to be affected thereby, 

2. Notice is hereby given that any person desiring to forward any objections or sug¬ 
gestions with respect to the said proposals may forward the same within thirty days of 
the date of publication of this notification to the Export Inspection Council, World Trade 
Centre*, 14/1-B, Ezra Street (7th floor), Calcutta-1. 
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Proposals 

The notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce No. S-O. 
2842, dated the 23rd September, 1966 read with No. S,0. 3232 dated, the 11th September, 
1967 shall be amended as follows, namely :— 

In the said notification— 

(1) in paragraph A — 

(i) the word ‘fourteen’ shall be omitted; 

(ii) after item 1.10 and the entries relating thereto the following shall be inserted, 

namely:— 

"1.10A. Beypore-Z”; 

(iii) after item 1.11, and the entries relating thereto the following shall be inserted, 

namely:— 

“1.11 A. Quilandy-Z"; 

(iv) for item 1.12 and the entries relating thereto, the following shall be substituted, 

namely:— 

“1.12. Fine Unsoaked-Grade I”. 

“1-12A. Fine Unsoaked-Grade 11“. 

(2) In Anncxurc I—Specifications for COIR YARN— 

(i) In the table below paragraph 2.1.1,—(a) under columns l, 2 and 3 after the variety 
of yam “Beypore” and the entries relating thereto, the variety “Beyporc-Z“ and its related 
entries "2” and “2“ shall respectively be inserted; 

(b) under columns 1, 2 and 3, after the variety of yarn "Quilandy” and the entries 
relating thereto, the variety “Quilandy-Z" and its related entries “2“ and “2“ shall res¬ 
pectively be inserted; 

(c) under column 1, for the variety of yarn “Fine Unsoaked" the variety of yarn 
“Fine Unsoaked-Grade I" shall be substituted; 

(d) under columns 1, 2 and 3 after the variety of yam “Fine Unsoaked-Grade 1” and 
the entries relating thereto, the variety “Fine Unsoaked-Grade IT* and its related entries 
“3" and “3" shall respectively be inserted: 

(ii) In paragraph 2.2.1 in the table,—(a) after the variety of yam 10 "Beypore" and 
the entries relating thereto, the following shall be inserted namely:— 

“10,A Beypore-Z 16, 23, 15 A 17"; 

(b) after the variety of yarn “11 Quilandy" and the entries relating thereto, the fol¬ 
lowing shall be inserted, namely:— 

"11-A. Quilandy-Z 16, 23, 15 & 17”; 

(c) for the variety of yam, “12 Fine Unsoaked", the variety of yam “12 Fine Un- 
soaked-Grade I" shall be substituted; 

(d) after the variety of yarn “12 Fine Unsoaked-Grade 1" and the entries relating there¬ 
to the following shall be inserted, namely:— 

“12-A Fine Unsoaked-Grade II, 13 & 15"; 

(e) For the note marked with asterisk, the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

“The rainy season for this purpose shall normally mean the period from the 1st 
June to the 15th August. This period may be extended upto the 30th Nov¬ 
ember depending on prevailing weather conditions in different local ides, on 
instructions Issued by the Export Inspection Council", 

(iii) In paragraph 2.2.2, in the table—(a) under columns 1, 2 and 3, after the variety 
of yarn “Beypore” and the entries relating thereto, the variety, “Beypore-Z” and its relating 
entries “6" and “5" shall respectively be inserted; 

(b) under columns t, 2 and 3, after the variety of yam “Quilandy" and the entries re¬ 
lating therto, the variety “Quilandy-Z" and its related entries "6" and “5" shall respec¬ 
tively be Inserted; 
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(c) for the variety of yarn “Fine Unsoaked”, the variety of yarn “Fine Unsoaked- 
Grade I” shall be substituted; 

(d) under columns I, 2 and 3, aftei the variety of yam “Fine Unsoaked-Grade I” 
and the entries relating thereto, the variety “Fine Unsoaked-Grade IF and its related 
entries “2” and ‘T* shall respectively be inserted; 

(iv) In paragraph 2.2.3, in the tabic—4a) under columns 1 and 2, after the variety of 
yam “Beypore” and the entry relating therto, the variety “Beypore-Z” and its related 
entry “0 S' shall be inserted. 

(b) under columns 1 and 2, after the variety of yarn “Quilandy” and the entry relat¬ 
ing thereto, the variety , *QuiIandy-Z” and its related entry “0.5" shall be inserted. 

(c) for the variety of yarn “Fine Unsoaked”, the variety of yam “Fine Unsoaked- 
Grade I” shall be substituted. 

(d) under columns 1 and 2, after the variety of yam “Fine Unsoaked-Grade I” and 
the entry relating thereto, the variety “Fine Unsoaked-Grade II” and its related entry 
“0.5" shall be inserted; 

(3) IN ANNEXURE II DEFINITIONS OF DIFFERENT VARIETIES OF COIR YARN 

(i) paragraph “1,10" shall be re-numbered as sub-paragraph “(a)” of that paragraph, and 
after the sub-paragraph as so re-numbered, the following sub-paragraph shall be inserted, 
namely :— 

“(b) Beypore-Z. 

Hand spun yam spun from coir fibres extracted from insufficiently retted husks; of 
bluish brown colour; comparable in thickness to thinner types of roping containing small 
amounts of pith and husk; less dirty than the other types of inferior varieties of yarn; 
usually spun in the scorages ranging from 5 to 9"; 

(ii) paragraph "1.11 M shall be re-numbered as sub-paragraph “(a)” of that paragraph 
and after the sub-paragraph as so re-numbered the following sub-paragraph shell be inserted, 
namely:— 

“(b) Quilandy-Z 

Hand spun yam; spun from slightly unclean coir fibres extracted from retted husks; 
brownish to greyish in colour, similar in appearance and texture to Ashtamudy; fibres be¬ 
ing insufficiently opened lie adhering to each other in the yam; generally irregular in 
twist; containing some nose fibre and pith; usually spun in the scorages ranging from 
fi to 12”; 

(iii) (a) paragraph “1.12” shall be re-numbered as sub- paragraph “(a)” of that para¬ 
graph and in that sub-paragraph for the words “Fine unsocked occuring in the two places” 
the words and figure “Fine Unsoaked-Grade I” shall be substituted 

(b) after sub-paragraph "(a)" as so re-numbered the following sub-paragraph shall be 
inserted, namely:— 

“(b) Fine Unsoaked-Grade II 

Bearing some resemblance to Beach Yam, but much darker, hand spun from practi¬ 
cally unsoaked fibres, less clean, not uniform in colour, colour ranging from redish brown 
to dark brown, characterised by a large amount of pith similar in twist and hairiness to 
“Fine Unsoaked-Grade I” as referred to in paragraph 1.12(a) usually spun in the scorages 
ranging from 9 to 12”.
